Without a reduction of the cost of 
carrying the mails by rail, the defeat 
of the Loud bill leaves the Postofflce 
Department with a big hole in its an¬ 
nual budget. 

Other opponents of the Loud bill 
protest that the people don’t care any¬ 
thing about a postal deficit. This may 
be in a measure true, and yet the fact 
that a deficit is not a bless-
